2 In the recent Regional Conferences held at Rajahmundry, Thiru- 
pati and Hyderabad m October, 1963 9 this subject came |up for 
discussion and attention was drawn to these instructions In these two 
Conferences it was recommended that the Samithi might send the penodx-

Sri V Ramaswami Reddy (Punganur) — Mr Speaker Sir, m a country 
like ours where we are threatened bv aggressive neighbours, it is but 
proper that we have got to build up our resources and these resources 
have got to be built up by extra taxation This taxation, I am sure, most 
of the patriots must pay with all pleasure and happiness We should not 
prove ourselves traitors because of these taxes or banjar lands affairs by 
showing some demonstrations or disobedience or satyagraha This 
would be telling to our neighbours that we ha\ e internal troubles and 
that our country could be easily got over 

Nextly, Sir, m spite of the national emergency our financial position 
has been very sound and most of the allotments for this year have 
been much more than for the last year I am in full agreement with the 
budget speech and it is a credit for the Finance Minister that he could 
do this far 

T would like to tell a few points, Sir, where thev have got to be 
given a fillip, where they have got to be given a little encouragement — 
not that the Government is discouraging them or neglecting them— but 
I want to say that these are to be given a little more encouragement so 
that they could be better 

Firstly, Minor Irrigation, Sir I would suggest a touring squad of 
Engineers and few Overseers to go round every District to see how 
many tanks and hew many irrigation schemes could be improved 

Nextly, Agriculture, Sir, being most important of them all here the 
officers seem to have a little grouse because the department is not

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given any encouragement Their financial position has not been lm 
proved and though the Government of India have been insisting on 
increasing their salaries and the Nalgar Committee also says the same 
it has not been done upto now 

Next fire stations, Sir I would request for one fire station for every 
taluk 

Then, old age pensions Old age pensions have been given, but we 
do not know where and how +hey have been given It is said that 
the Collectors have bee^ disbursing these monies, but I have not heard 
of any case where these mon cs have been distributed It is lucky that 
the age has been reduced fiom 70 to 60 and the monies have been in- 
creased to Rs 5 29 lakhs this year I would suggest that the Samithies 
be given a hand in this — eithcr^the samithies given*the al'otments or the 
samithies ojive recommendation to the Collector to whom this money 
has got to be given 

Regarding lepeis and beggar colonies, Sir, I am afraid, most of our 
Ministers have not gone through this ibid Road In any one of these 
shops, vou can't avoid getting into a shop before these lepers come 
and fall on you Instead of doing this m other parisofthe State, 
I wish that these lepers have beggar homes and they are put into 
separate places and that it is first done m the city 

Low income Group Housing — Sir, I find most of our own people are 
after these houses It is but proper that these houses should be given 
to officials, preferably, low paid officials m the Headquarters in this 
city and people who do not have a house of their own Most of our 
own people have been at it and probably we will come m their waj 

Maternity centies, — I think, we are having a crowd in every college 
in every school, our population is being boosted up Maternitv centres 
have been given hell of a lot of encouragement, bat I am afire id, the 
only thing we need mo e is fviily planning centre r Out of the 07 
family planning clinics, 24s have been cbsed down I should think, 
not that I am against these maternity centres, but family planning 
clinics have got to be given a little more prominence 

Regarding Education, Sir, Education has been absolutely neglec- 
ted From the elemenfcarv education stage upto the PUC, lam 
afraid, it is very bad and University standards in our State are much 
worse when compared to the neighbouring States The school masters 
are very badly neglected , thev get much less salar? es than a post-peon 
and besides compulsory education has come in, for all the youngsters 
and girls could study free while the teacher population is -just the 
same , they have not been increased Though the monies have been 
increased for this j ear, teachers have got to be boosted up Now m 
every elementary school, for 80 to 90 pupils there is one school-master 
with 5 classes to handle I do not see how one school- master c ould 
manage 5 classes and 80 pupils According to third five-year plan, 
it was originally programmed to appoint 200 teachers m primary 
schools during the third-plan period So far, 38 teachers only have 
been appointed and there is no likelihood of appointing additional 
teachers during the rest of the plan period for w^nt of funds 
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Next, Sir, compulsory primary education It is proposed to enroll 
16 lakhs of additional children duung the thud plan period Though 
40,000 teachers were required for emollmg 16 lakhs of additional 
children at the rate of one teacher for e ei> 40 pipils, the piovision 
<i\ ailable was sufficieitto appoint onlv 20,000 teacners Su, this 
elemental v education ocmg most important and the foundation on 
our educational system, it }OU are not doing U is, I nm rfraid, most 
of the students coming later will get ru r>cd Laanertarj education has 
got zo be iirst improved 

Then, Sn, this Teluga Medium Most of our science subjects upto 
S S L C are taught in Telugu medium You lo ow, Sir, e\en in 
English, science subjects, most of the names aie borrowed from Latin 
Could we borio^ Latin n<*mes also into Telugu ? Is it possible 9 
Then, these S S L C bovs, once they pass their S S L C and come 
into P U C class tley na^egot to learn e^erjthmg afresh, thev 
have got to learn m English medium and these Latin pames And 
this P U C is only of 9 months' period From the time these boys 
pass their examinations in the villages, Icwe their paicnts, get mto 
colleges m a city, by the time thev settle down, they will take four to 
five months and probably they will have five months more for their 
public examination It is a ruination of these students and this public 
examination of P U C is imst important because it makes the bo> or 
mars the boy , it rums the boy at that stage 

Next, Animal Husbandry Allotment m the th w d plan is kw er 
than the amount spent in the second pla i I do not see anv reason 
why animal husbandry should be neglecte J because the whole of cur 
Agnculture depends on animal husbandly I feci, ammal husbandry is 
much more important than agriculture 

Dearness allowance and family pension* — Sir, we do not know if 
our school masters are eligible for this 

Regarding prohibition Sir, I have nothing very much to say, but 
people are happy now with this stui reera But I wou'd say we could 
follow the Bombay policy of prohibition 

Corruption and n po ism — Sir, Our friends have been talking 
about it It has been wu easing by leaps and bounds, duect and 
indirect, and I do not know why it has been on the increase every day, 
every month, every year I feel, Sir instead of touching the constable 
or persons from the lower category, tin* mast be stopped from the 
higner levels We have always been talking so much about this, but 
nothing has been done For the Forest Department, on the one side, 
it looks as though the forests are their own They sell forest, they cut 
out forest for charcoal, they do everything and it does not look as 
though it u> Government property I see something of this is also 
being done
